New Policy 
For Army 


The Selective Service System 
reeently effected a major policy 
thange which permits men sche- 
duled for induction after July 1 
to enlist’ in an Army Reserve 


Component after receipt of their, 


induction orders, The regulation 
change also permits men who re- 
ceive induction orders to join 
regular branches of the’ Armed 
Forees for a minimum of two 
years active duty followed by the 
standard four year reserve con) 
mitment if sueh. programs are 
offered. 

As‘a result ‘of discussions be- 
twen'thé Departmént of Defense 
and the Selective Service System, 
the new policy is expected to 
stimulate recruiting for Reserve 
forces. 

The only option open to men 
who had received induction or- 
ders in past months was to join 
one of the regular branches of 
at’ ldast 
years active duty. No Reserve 
enlistments were authorized after 
the mailing of induction orders. 

Tne new policy requires that 
men complete enlistment process- 
ing in the Reserves, or regular 
forces at least 10 days prior to 
their scheduled -induction dates. 
All registrants are given 30 days’ 
notice of induction, so men who 
receive induction orders after 
July 1 have 20 days to effect en- 
listments. In order to allow men 
scheduled for induetion in early 
July to take advantage of the 
new policy, Acting Director 
Byron V. Pepitone has authorized 
local boards to postpone for 15 
days the induction of men sche- 
duled to report between July 1-15 
if they are actively being. pro- 
cessed for enlistment and if they 
request such action. 

Men are expected to report for 
induction as scheduled if enlist- 
ments are not completed at least 
to the date sche- 
duled for induction. It is ex- 
pected that this new policy will 
raise the year-end Uniform Na- 
tional Call lottery number, al- 
though the degree of change will 
not be evident until officials de- 
termine how many men under 
induction orders enter Reserve

| or Regular force units. The Selec- 


tive Service System announced 
that RSN 75 would be the highest 
number to be reached to satisfy 
August draft calls. 

The Defense Department has 
announced that no more than 
50,000 men will be drafted during 
1972. During July, 7,200 are ex- 
pected to be inducted and 8,900 
in August. 

Throughout most of the coun- 
try, a pre-draftee wanting to take 
advantage of Reserve Compon- 
ents programs must locate his 
own unit vacancy. This problem 
is often compounded when an in- 
dividual is seeking a position for 
either specialized schooling involv- 
ing longer tours of active service 
(9-12 months) or the much pur-

tive duty (4-6 months),

Pacifie Telephone has recently 
implemented additional control 
procedures to prevent fraudulent 
phone calls, Fraudulent calling 
is a serious matter to ine ‘Tle: 
phone. Comany, and last. year the 
company experienced $6 million 

oy Geuit card calls. 

The company is now. using 
computers to verify the authen- 
ticity of credit card numbers, and 
during the first six weeks of us- 
ing them the company prevented 
the completion of some 37,000 
calls in cases where the credit 
card numbers were fraudulent. 

Pacific Telephone is also being 
aided in its fight by a new state 
law, which became effective 
earlier this year, which makes 
it a misdemeanor to publish or 
otherwise convey information on 
eredit card codes, with the intent 
to avoid legal payment to the 
telephone company. 

In the past the company had 
encountered some difficulties be- 
cause of articles published in un- 
derground newspapers, which al- 
legedly revealed the companies’ 
eredit card codes. 

The new state law is in addi- 
tion to existing state and federal 
laws making it illegal to defraud 
the telephone company.

New. Service: 
Por Parcels 


A new service to improve dé 
livery of parcel’ post and” other 
puck. mails destined to- West 
Coast areas: will be used by the 
U.S. Postal Service, 
July 15. 

The Postal Service will begin 
operaling a special mail train. to 
expedite movement of bulk: mail 
shipments between Chicago and 
Oakiand. The train will make 
four intermediate stops, and at 
these exchange points other rail 
and truck routes are being im- 
plemented to provice connecting 
service to six other mail distrib- 
uling areas. As a result, a reduc- 
tion in transit time from 71 hours 
to 50 hours is expected between 
Oakland and Chicago. West 
bound transit time between the 
two major distribution points 
will be reduced from 58 to 50 
hours. Up to 3-days improvement 
is expected to result in delivery 
service to the six outlaying areas 
This new service will affect ap- 
proximately 15 percent of the 
Postal Service’s total bulk mail 
volume. 


New Feed Stamp 
Law Proposed 


Senators Alan Cranston and 
George McGovern have intro- 
duced legislation to permit eld- 
erly persons to use their food 
stamps to buy meals in commun- 
ity settings, including restaurants 
offering special service for sen- 
jor citizens, 

Also included would be senior 
citizen centers, school cafeterias 
and apartment buildings with 
dining facilities which participate 
in the Nutritional Program for 
the Elderly 

The Senators said they hoped 
their bill, which would amend the 
Food Stamp Act of 1964, would 
improve the diets of the elderly, 
“many of whom suffer from mal- 
nutrition, because they lack the 
ability—or interest—to prepare 
proper meals for themselves.” 

The bill, according to its au- 
thors, “will provide the elderly 
with the opportunity to combine 
a well-balanced diet with the com- 
panionship and_ society which 
they are all to often denied.” 

Pecause many of the elderly 
who participate in the food stamp. 
program are now restricted to 
taking their meals in what is of- 
ten the unwanted loneliness of 
their own residence, this bill, ac- 
cording to the Senators, ‘‘will op- 
en up, new vistas of companion- 
ship for them, and will provide 
the opportunity for new social 
contacts. It will add a vital ele- 
ment of human warmth and dig- 
nity to the later years of those 
| who have given so much to this 
' nation.”
